Under an act which 
became 
effective this week with the pro­ 
m ulgation by the governor 
oi 
the acts of the 19 29 session 
oi 
the Indiana General Assembly, 
the income of 
Sheriff 
l . 
M 
Coons has been increased. The. 
law was being given close stu­ 
dy today by the sheriff 
ano 
other officials, to learn its 
in­ 
tent. 
The new act provides tha t the 
sheriff shall receive mileage fee 
of seven cents a mile in 
going 
to and returning from serving ah 
processes or writs in connection 
with the work of his office. T hu 
includes the summ oning of mei 
who are drawing for jury 
ser­ 
vice, and the serving of all no­ 
tices and papers in 
connection 
with cases which are filed in the 
Rush circuit court, with the ex­ 
ception of cases received 
from 
other counties. There is already 
a provision in the law for collec­ 
tion of mileage fees by the sher­ 
iff in change of venue cases. 
The old law provided for 
a 
charge of ten cents a mile to be 
made by the sheriff in the serv­ 
ing of papers. This money 
was 
paid to the county, however, and 
the sheriff 
received no part of 
it. 
In the new act it is set 
out 
tha t the sheriff is to m ak e 
a 
charge of seven cents a mile for 
papers served. This is to be paid 
out of the county funds a t 
the 
end of each m onth, and will be 
received by the sheriff regard­ 
less of w hether the costs in the 
cases in which the papers 
are 
served have been paid. The act 
provides tha t paym ents of m ile­ 
age fees to sheriffs in counties 
oi less than 60.000 population are 
to be made during the rem ainder 
of the year w ithout an appropri­ 
ation, but tha t afterw ards a p ­ 
propriations m ust be made. 
The sheriff is required to file 
an itemized account with 
the 
county auditor before he is able 
to collect the mileage fees. The 
statem ent .must show the num ­ 
ber of miies traveled and 
the 
nam es of the persons on whom 
the papers wrere served.

The first official trip was made 
by air in 1926 when the

an d atten dan ts flew to Wiseman , 
150 miles within the Arctic cir­ 
cle.

Un ited States district court ev er 
held there because of the

moten ess of the place. The trip 
was made in 2 hours an d 45 m in ­ 
utes. By boat it would hav e re­ 
q uired two weeks. 
The airplan e n ow is in gen eral 
use of the court, an d officials oi 
the district attorn ey ’s office an d 
the Un ited States m arshal’s of­ 
fice make freq uen t trips to

The trip req uired 
six hours fly in g time, where the 
same journ ey by dog team would 
hav e req uired 22 day s.

Law Isn’t Ev ery thin g 
Perhaps this is on e of the les­ 
son s that our modern world 
n eeds to learn , th at law with ail 
its v alue an d mean in g for pro­ 
gress is n ot all, th at there are 
heights of lov e to which the le­ 
gal-min ded n ev er q uite attain , 
an d th at the supremacy of Jesus

no w facto r in American pro sperity , which 
m~y ev entually hav e disturbing effects o n em­ 
plo y ment and wage scales in this co untry , is dis­ 
cussed by Theo do re Knappen in the current Mag­ 
azine o f Wall Street. 
Knappen po ints o ut that American indus­ 
trialists are sho wing a gro wing tendency to win 
the ex po rt field, no t by increasing their ship­ 
ments o f go o ds fro m American facto ries, but by 
buy ing o r establishing their o wn plants in fo r­ 
eign co untries. 
Thus, fo r ex ample, Fo rd and General Mo to rs 
already o wn sizeable chains o f o v erseas facto ries. 
Other industrialists are fo llo wing suit; it is es­ 
timated that there are mo re than 2000 American 
branch facto ries in fo reign co untries. 
This, o f co urse, is fine fo r the manufacturer. 
Establishing a facto ry o v erseas enables him to 
take adv antage o f lo w fo reign wage scales, and 
also enables him to duck the pro tectiv e tariff 
laws o f the co untry in which he o perates. His 
div idends co ntinue the same whether the pro ­ 
ducts that bring them were so ld fro m Indianap­ 
o lis o r Hamburg. 
But fo r the American wo rkman it is no t so 
nice; no t nearly so nice. 
Our industrial sy stem already is pro ducing 
mo re than we o urselv es co nsume. 
In o rder to 
keep it go ing, it is necessary that we sell large 
quantities o f go o ds abro ad.

In the new act it is set out 


that the sheriff is to make a 
charge of seven cents a mile for 
papers, served^ This ,is to'be paid 
out of 'the county funds "at the 
end of each month, and will be 
received by the sheriff regard- 
less of whether the costs in the 
cases in which, the papers are 
served have been paid. The act 
provides that payments of mile- 
age fees to sheriffs in counties 
of less than 60,000 population are 
to be made during the remainder

OVERSEAS FACTORIES: A NEW PROBLEM 


A new factor in American prosperity, which 


may'eventually have disturbing effects on em- 
ployment and wage scales in this country, is dis- 
cussed by Theodore Knappen in the current Mag- 
asine of Wall Street. 


Knappen points out that American indus- 


trialists are showing a growing tendency to win 
the export field, not by increasing their ship- 
ments of goods from American factories, but by 


* buying or establishing their own plants in for- 


eign countries. 
' 
i 


Thus, for example, Ford and General Motors 


already own sizeable chains of overseas factories. 
Other industrialists are following- suit; it is es- 


' timated that there are more than 2000 American 


branch factories in foreign countries. 


This, of course, is fine for the manufacturer. 


Establishing a factory overseas enables him to 
take advantage of low foreign wage scales, and 
also enables him to duck the protective tariff 
laws of the country in which he operates. His 
dividends continue the same whether the pro- 
ducts that bring them were sold from Indianap- 
olis or Hamburg. 


But for the American workman it is not so 


nice; not nearly so nice. 
: 


Our industrial system already is producing 


more than we ourselves consume. In order to 
keep it going, it is necessary that we sell large 
quantities of goods abroad. 
Otherwise we run 


into that bogey-man, overproduction — and un- 
employment increases, wholesale. 


Suppose, however, that this growing export 


trade tends to be taken care of more and more 
by American branch factories located overseas; 
the effect on the American worker will be just as 
bad as if it were lost altogether. It will be small 
comfort to him to "know that the dividends are 
continuing unabated.
